A 
reply to the miners' telegraan to the 
Western Federation lias been received 
bo the effect that the Federation must 
see their representative, Mr. Raker be- 
fore replying to the demand for .>H. KW 
a mouth. U is commented that when 
Mr Maker was here his answers to ap- 
plications for funds were generally to 
•i similar effect, that he must communi- 
cate with the Western Federat.on be- 
lore replying.

Lady-smith, May IS. — 1 h 
Ouailra left her wharf at Victoria short- 
ly after li-30 a. m„ with the Labor 
0t>miiii.ss'.ou on board. This line steam- 
er will be the home of the commission- 
ers during their investigations up the 
Coast and they will no doubt appreciate 
the comparative quietude as an aid to 
their consideration of the momentous 
question before them. On the run up 11 
short inspection was made of the new 
lighthouse off .Sidney, and i.adysinitb 
was reached al>oul noon, and in this 
.pretty little harbor the Quadra now lies 
.anchored. At the opening of the pro- 
ceedings in the Odd Fellows Hall. Mr. 
10. V. Bod well, lv. C, called on Mr. 
.lames Dunsmulr to take the stand. Mr. 
L>unailiuir.s evidence throughout was 
characterized by a blunt trankness, 
, which seemed to favorably impress his 
hearers. Witness said he had been con- 
nected with coal mining for 'M years, 
and with the active management of the 
Wellington Colliery Company since about 
187::. Tue Wellington mine was closed 1 
about four years ago, which was the 
time when the Extension mines began to 
be operated. If grievances arose he al- 
ways met a committee of his own men. 
There was trouble lit Wellington about 
181)0, which lasted some rive months. 
•The men then wanted him to recognize 
the union, but he did not give way, ana 
the men agreed to go on as before. .So 
long as they kept the unions away there 
was no trouble. There was a union lit 
.Alexandra just amongst the men [hem- 
selves, but it was never recognized. He 
met the committee as a committee of Ins 
.own men. lie had once refused to treat 
with it because the matters were too 
trilling, and were such that the manag- 
ers could attend to. That was just be- 
fore .the Alexandra mine closed about a 
year ago. If any serious grievance arose 
.lie never refused to meet a committee 
■ of his men, and would not now, but he 
would have nothing to do with a union, 
foreign or not. The Alexandra organi- 
zation was not a union. He understood 
with the men that they were not to call 
■U a union. He would never have recog- 
nized any union as such. Before the 
present strike witness said two commit- 
tee's had waited on him. The lust 
came some time in April, and was com- 
posed of Messrs. Mottishaw, Jeffries 
and Jones la colored man). He asked 
them if they represented the western 
Federation, and being told they did, re- 
fused " to see them. The next committee 
was comprised of Messrs. Jeffries, .Mot- 
tishaw, Robertson and Malone. Being 
told that they represented the Exten- 
sion miners, as such he gave them an 
interview, lie Lold them that he would 
have nothing to do with the Western 
Federation m any shape or. form, but 
would meet his own men if they would 
withdraw from the union. He asked 
them where the nigger was? They said 
he had not come this time. He told 
them he had heard of bets going that 
he wouldn't see the previous committee 
.because of the nigger in it. He assured 
them that color made no difference so 
long as the committee represented his 
own men. He said to them that unions 
were only sucking the blood out of them. 
It was better In follow him than Baker. 
They replied that they did not want him 
ito recognize the union, or the Federa- 
tion, so long as it was allowed to exist 
amongst the men. the siiiine as at Alex- 
andra. The ease there, however, was 
different. He met the men there, but 
i'i.-y came to him with trifles. For in- 
Mtaiiee, they said the manager told them 
to ili 11 up with the rock (the dirt) and 
they would get paid for it. He knew 
something was wrong. There were too 
sides to the .story. He met the men 
at lOxitension. There was nothing lin 
The grievance. Witness reiterated that 
lie objected to all unions, as ho could 
treat with his own men. As ito the dif- 
ticuLties arising from unionism, the first 
action of the? unions was to appoint a 
pit committee to interfere with the work 
by going round wanting to ii.\ prices, so 
much a ton or a yard, and fixing them 
net with reference to what the good 
men can do, but what the "weak" man 
does, and preventing the mien from 
arranging their own scale. Under 
unions the men were the slaves of their 
executive. 

Iu the present strike witness knew 
of no real trouble. — nothing except his 
non-recognition of the union, Tile men, 
of course, had their rights to join any 
.union, but so had he his rights to leave 
them out of his employment. It was 
'not in the interests of the business that 
the men schould join the union. There 
had been a union at the New Vancouver 
Oonrpimy's mines, and troubles had 
arisen. That union had caused the 
whole thing. Witness explained that 
there was 11 standard price for getting 
the coal out. If the "place" itj which 
the men worked was deficient in yield, 
allowances were made. There was no 
complaint at ail that the men had not 
had fair wages. 

To Mr, Bodwell's question, witness 
replied 'that he had started to buy the 
Tjadyshiitli townsite in April, 1800, to 
ibuiid wharves there in December, 1808, 
and to ship coal from Extension in IS!)!). 
Counsel then read out figures of last 
year's pay roll, averaging well on to 
$70,000 a month. 

Witness recalled that about two years 
ago n committee from Lndj smith, of 
-which E. 11. Johnson was a member, 
waited on him. Ho certainly (old them 
that the men could live where tliev 
liked, but with the proviso that he need 
not employ them unless he liked, the 
townsite, he said to them, was to be al 



Ladysmith. The men all knew years 
ago they were to live at Lrtidysmlth, 
both he himself and his managers had 
told them. His standpoint against a 
town at Extension was: |l) it was too 
near Nauuiiuo, causing trouble with the 
workers: (^1 it was no place to live in 
like Ladysmith, where men could get 
into the train and go to Nauuiiuo or 
Victoria, or go boating, and enjoy them- 
selves; t.'J) there was ao water "supply. 
There was a lake, but it tilled with sedi- 
ment in summer, and the water was un- 
drinkuble; t-1) the coal held (was extend- 
ing towards Ladysmith. He had com- 
menced just before the strike to sink a 
shaft 'l\-2 miles on the Ladysmith side of 
Extension, \md another only four miles 
from Ladysmith. These would be much 
better worked from Ladysmith. It 
might be 10 years before the mines hit 
Extension were worked put.- -He hail 
explained to the men that; if they 
bought a lot at Ladysmith they would 
always &et value for it, at .Extension 
they would get nothing. 

Witness said that Mr. " Bramley's 
statement that he had offered him $3,- 
(HX) for his land ought to have been 
$»,000. He had been told to ask S1U,- 
0(H) for it. Witness \\\& never intended 
to build at Extension and hud only 
wanted to 'buy Mr. Bramley out to keep 
men away from the mine. The railway 
had run off a road going to Mr. Brain- 
ley's place. Witness had built a new 
road for him, and he was quite satis- 
lied. It was afterwards that #10 an 
acre had been agreed upon between 
them for some of the laud. He had 
offered the money, but Mr. Brumlcy 
had not taken it. He had never offered 
to build a road across the tracks, it 
would only have been throwing tiVtl)" 
money. 

The company always brought the ma- 
terial of houses down free and sold lots 
ill Ladysmith at .flOO on easy terin.s, and 
Would give them easier terms Mil) it' 
they wanted them. He had spent *-IO,- 
UUO on water works for Ladysmith. 
Three hundred and twenty acres ot me 
town site was bought from two men 
Messrs. Nicholson and Kent; 10t) acres 
from each. A groat many men told him 
(witness l dial I'hey were pleased they 
had come dojvu lo Lildysiailh. The 
biggest agitation againsi tin., move was 
from Nnnaimo, whose merchants could 
drive to Extension in three-quarters of 
.in hour. Witness had told L. It. John- 
son and others uol to build at Exten- 
sion. Willi .Mr. Bailey, whose case had 
been referred to by a previous witness, 
it was the same way. Witness hail nd- 
vi*cd him not to build a boarding house 
at Extension, and throw away his 
money. Bailey insisted, however, and 
had wanted an advance of SUllO, which 
he gave him, and the poor fellow had 
paid the money hack before bis death. 
Bailey had been a fireman — il man em- 
ployed testing the gas. He paid nothing 
for his Intnl. Mrs. Bailey kept the board- 
ing house, which had not been successful 
since her husband's death, over a year 
ugo. 

Wituess said he gave $3UO to .Mart a 
Ladysmith band, and the first man 
serenaded was Mr. Baker, if his men 
would keep away agitators witness said 
lie would treat them all right. Let them 
come to him. 

Mr. Senkler, appearing as counsel for 
the miners, said he had just taken Mr. 
Wilson, 1C. C.'s place, and was not yet 
prepared to cross-examine, so it was 
arranged that witness' cross-exiunina- 
lion should lake place on Wednesday 
evening at a special sitting. Witness 
said he preferred to say all he had to 
say at Ladysmith before his men, and 
not to say anything behind their backs. 

A proposal was now made by the men 
that a committee would like to confer 
with Mr. Dunsmuir personally. Mr. 
Dunsmiiir slimed that he had not come 
lip to Ladysmith for that purpose, hut 
only to give his evidence. He refused 
to meet any committee representing 
unionism iu any shape or form, but con- 
sented lo meet a committee as repre- 
sentative of the individual miners.

(Montreal, iMay 19.— Another. strike of 
tilt; street car employees seems prob- 
able. Today the men presented tl list 
of demands and (gave the company forty- 
eight hours to reply. As the company is 
not likely to concede anything; near 
what is demanded, a strike is expected. 

'Among the 'demands are that none 
but union men be employed; that the 
wages be increased to 17, 18 and 120 
cents an hour, according to terms of 
service; free uniforms, made by union 
tailors; and that the company appoint 
a conference committee, whose mum 
bors speak English and French. 

In conjunction with the street rail- 
way men, four hundred employees ot 
the Montreal light, Lieu'. & Tower Com- 
ipany presented demands. Within a 
year the conductors and motonuen have 
received two wage increases. 

The management of the company ex- 
press the belief that only the officials of 
the union ami some ot the younger men 
are behind the demands, and thill the 
older conductors and motonuen are Uol 
in favor of enforcing the demands by a 
strike. They demand 17 ceiltti an hour 
for the first year, 18 cents for the sec- 
ond and \H) cents for the third.

AMERICAN FACTORIES' POWER. 

Much data of a suggestive nature to 
the political economist are to bo found 
in the elaborate census reports issued by 
the Uniti-d States government, and ono 
of these just issued is specially valuable, 
as it .shows the great increase in mech- 
anical (lower in United States factories. 
The decennial enumeration of 1900 
shows that, excluding from considera- 
tion tho 1,200 electric railway lines, 
with plant of a million horse-power, and 
the 3,800 electric lighting stations, witli 
one and a half million horse-power, there 
are now for manufacturing establish- 
ments engines of a collective horse-power 
of n,:S(Hi,0Nl horse power. This is 
double the power recorded in 1890, and 
live times the power recorded in 1STO. 
it is almost imiwssiible to conceive what 
this enormous increase means in pro- 
ducing capacity. If it be assumed that 
one-third of the population work in fac- 
tories such as are served by tliis mech- 
anical power, it is "found that whereas 
in 1870 the work of every six employes 
was assisted by 1 horse power, every 
two men and boy has now 1 horse-power 
•to help. Kven in 1800 the proportion 
was 1 horse-power to .'l.Il workers — i. e., 
'to Kt per cent, of the population. In 
1000 77.4 per cent, of the total power 
was provided by steam engines, but it 
scarcely follows from tins that electricity 
had 110' part in the transmission or appli- 
cation of the 8,730,000 horse power 
credited to steam. Elsewhere it is 
shown that electric motors account for 
311,010 horse-power, equal to 2.7 per 
cent, of the total. Water-wheels sup- 
plied 1,727,258 horse-power, or 15.33 per 
cent, of the total, and gas and gasoline 
engines 143,850 indicated horse-power, 
or 1.3 per cent.— Engineering.

When the spoon is lillcd with ooliean 
oil ami b •ought lo the chief, the chief 
dips his face into the oil, after which 
every one who partakes of the feast 
takes a little in a small wooden dish, 
in winch they (lip everything they eat.

Alfred Cunningham, manager of the 
Hongkong Daily I'resa for years, whu

unci lew believe that Itnssin will relin- 
qiiish territory she has so long coveted 
us iudispensible to her Siberian domin- 
ions. Russia, during the. prolonged 
period ol" evacuation by the powers 
made use of bribery and unscrupulous 
methods, lie said that in Japan feel- 
ing was at fever heat over Manchuria, 
ami warlike preparations were going on 
ut all sides, although whether the future 
held war, it was difficult to say. The 
situation was grave. 

He said that while attention was be- 
ing maintained in the north by Russian 
aggression, a matter of far greater im- 
portance t., America, Britain ami Japan 
was being overlooked in the south. That 
is the aggression of France in the south, 
and the general situation in the southern 
provinces, lie was of the opinion that 
France and Russia were acting in con- 
sort, the former in the north and the 
latter in the south. He says France 
hits bribed the olllcials of Kwangsi, and 
is waiting the opportunity to pour 
troops into that province. The south, 
says Mr. Cunningham, is on the verge 
of a far greater international crisis than 
that in the north over ..Manchuria. 

The rebellion in South China, he says, 
is another' alarming factor. Although
